And whereas with a view to establishing an adequate and 
Vigorous legal aid programme on an uniform basis m all the 
States and Union Territories, a Committee (hereinafter referred 
to as the Bhagwatl Committee), consisting of Shn Justice P. N* 
Bbagwati, Judge of the Supreme Court, as Chairman and Shri 
Justice VR, Krishna Iyer, Judge of the Supreme Court, as 
Member, was constituted in May, 1976 to examine all questions 
and make appropriate recommendations for establishing and 
operating a comprehensive and dynamic legal services pro¬ 
gramme; 

And whereas the Bhagwati Committee, after making various 
lecommend ations in their Report, felt that many studies would 
have to be undertaken for formulatmg comprehensive legal 
aid programmes and that many departments of knowledge 
would have to bo co-ordmated for drawing up a suitable picture 
of legal aid programmes; 

And whereas an intcr-departmcntal committee set up for the 
purposes of such studies and co-ordmation has completed its 
examination of the recommendations made in the report of the 
Bhagwatl Committee;

RESOLUTION 


(1) to formulate in detail and to implement comprehensive 
legal aid schemes after taking into account the working 
of the various legal aid schemes in different States, 

(2) to monitor the scheme for legal aid and advice in the 
States and Union Territories with a view to ensuring 
their effective functioning as a means of securing social 
justice;

No,F.6(19)/8<J—IC.—Whereas it is the policy of Government 
to provide free legal aid to ensure, as envisaged by article 39A 
of the Constitution, that opportunities for securing justice are 
not denied to any cjtizon by reason of economic or other disabili¬ 
ties! 


(3) to take or recommend such other steps as arc necessary 
to secure proper working of the legal aid schemes, 

(4) to consider and report on, or take necessary action 
with respect to,^such matters pertaining to legal aid 
as the Union Mimstcr of Law, Justice and Company 
Affairs may refer to it from time to time; 
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4. The Committee will have Its headquarters at Delhi and 
may meet as often as considered necessary at Delhi or at such 
other places in the country as the Committee may deem lit. 

5. The Committee may for the purpose of its work with 
respect to any State or Union Territory co-opt. one or more 
persons as Mcrabcn or Member from that State or Union 
Territory. 

6. The Committee shall evolve its own procedure. Where 
the Chairman considers It necessary so to do in the interest of 
economy or for the expeditious disposal of any business of the 
Committee or for any other reason, he, or any other Member 
of the Committee authorised by him in writing in this behalf, 
may, acting singly, attend to any work of the Committee. 


7. The Committee is constituted for three years in the first 
instance and shall submit Its first report within a period of six 
months from the date of its first meeting.
